F—"\ Hough it might feem the extream Act of folly to de- 
| ſcend to an obſervance of each rude Aſperfion onde- 
rived Powers, when the Higheſt Court of Judicature, 
and Fountain of Authority hath been openly traduc'd , and 
even prophaned: by the irreverent reproaches of Maleyo- 
lent and impure tongues and ſeditious papers ; yet leſt 
through the advantage of filence, the contrivers and ſpread- 
ers of thoſe late infolent ſcandals , ſhould occafionally tri- 
umph; Reaſon wil forgive me the waſte of that brief diſcourſe 
which betraycs Calumnies, and clearthe proceedings of the 
moſt wiſe, and (when time ſhall ſcatter the preſent Clouds, 
and make way for the breaking out of Truth) rhe moſt Ap- 
parently innocent Committee, 

Theturbulent and unquiet ſpirits , which were for a long 
time kept under by the care and vigilancy of a faithfull Com- 
mittee, taking advantage of ſome diftrations in other parts 
of this Relapſed Kingdome, and the diverſions of the Army 
grew ſo fatiouſly bold as to ſling off their (now uſcleſle) vr- 
zard, and appear bare-fac'd in the field, with a Sword and a 


Manifeſt, things fitly conioyned, where the infamy of the lat- 


ter, muſt be beholden for ſupportance to the violence of the 
former; whercin yet they make nothing manifeſt to the eyes 
of the world, but the Rotten fruits of old Malienancy , not as 
then utterly extirpated through the mercies- 'of Parliament,

Sword) they ler flie a Remonſtrance, in which aftera vain ſug- 
geſtion of neceſliry,exaſperating aud infinuating their Armies 
at Publique Peace (The ordinary Guiſe of all Rebellions) 
They invade the Perſons of particular men, and by ſuch 
lime-twigs attempt to enſnare the mindes,and hold the hearts 
of the unwary vulgar,although in both thoſe inturious Papers 


they limit their Grievances within the Pale of their own - 


County, having cither too little of valour , or elfe too much 
of cunning, to aſſault the Power of the two moſt Honoura- 
ble Houſes of Paliamert in a plain open behaviour. | 
et ('tis evident)their Reach was at thatJudicature,8& hoy- 
ever they drive their deſign in a narrower compaſle , and after 
a more plauſible manner, yet their Graſp was at that High 
Court , and their onely end to give the honour and very be- 
ing of Parliaments , mortall wound , through the bleeding 
ſides of that Loyal obedient and ever Renowned Committee. 
'Toenter here on a narration of their faithfull Acts, and un- 
paraleld ſervices, conſecrated to the good of the State, ever 
ſince the firſt Buddings of the Kingdoms diſtractions , how 
Impartially iuſt ſome of them have been in the execution of 
Ordinaxces,cven to the proftrating as it were their own natural 
afte&tions, at the Feet of Juſtice, and their intruſters Com- 
mands. And how have they been generally lookt upon as the 
chief Pillars of Parliament , and prop of Liberties, & conſe- 
oa 17 alwayes proved; but now of late more exceffive- 
ly offenſive to the eyes of men eminently diſaffected. 
- This Copious Narration would be inconſiſtent with in- 
tended brevity, and challenge a more ſpeciall and leiſurable 
imployment, I ſhall only touch the particular charges , and 
from the weakneſle of the Crimes objected , leave to every 


indifferent man to conſider the ſtrength of envy , and the 
ſharpneſle of her ſtomack, that can ſo haſtily leap at empry - 


bates, and bite almoſt at nothing, 


- As ro the Manifeſt, the firſt thing they labour to Brand the

Integrity of the Committee with, is the ſuppreſſing of a Peti- 
tion; Tis ttue, ſome writing there was contrived, & pen'd by 


the FaQtious of that County , in oppoſition whereunto , the 


reverent Committee iſſued out orderly, 8 ſummons the Coun- 
ty Forces, but whether it own'd that name wil be only affir- 
matively decided, by ſuch Perſons who have the Power, or 
rather impudence tonew ſtamp Yz7olence, and Chriſten Sed:- 
tian, by the Specious name of an humble Petition: When an 
Armed multitude Accoaſts ſome number of naked travellers 
in the Kings High-way, and with the prevailing Rhetorick of 
Swords and Piſtols begs their Almes; would any but one as 
ſenſlefſe as that multitude would be reſolute and mercileſle, 
account ſuch  demanders in the Rank of fimple Beggers: 
And ſhould not this Commzttee have forfeited, not their Fide- 
lities onely , bur their very Reaſons, if being intruſted with 
the Peace and quiet of that County throughout ſwarm- 
ing with Trongs of Horſes, and Companies of Foot ; After 
having ſciz'd the Publique MagaFres, poſleſt themſelves of 
ſtrong houlds , renounced hoſtility , againſt all who ſhould 


' endeavonr to oppole them, and all this under the ſhadow and 


fair pretence of a Petition. 
I fay, if they had not withſtood ſuch violent perparations, 


but hadeven befook'd their own judgement, to a lilly belict, 


that ſuch furious preparers, were but honeſt and well-meaning 
Petitioners: Thus confeſt the wiſe Committee oppol'd their 
Councels and Power, before any Actuall Armings and open 
Poſtures of War and defiance. But as in the Naturall body, 
prevention is the beſt part of Phyſick,ſo in Policies and State- 
Government, 'tis the higheſt commendableſt part of Guber- 
native wiſdome to anticipate the Councels of Seditious heads, 
and to ſtifle Faction in the very conception , leſt comming-r0 
a birth, and gathering ſtrength, it grow too unweildy and 
Potent for ſuppreſſion. 

Could that Committee be ſo unskilful in the Aſtronomy of 
that ever-rowling and unſetled County, as after the narroweſt 
p] and 
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4 2nd exateſt Obſervations, of the number and quality of ex- 

l halations, which from time to time had evaporated in thoſe 

parts, to be ignorant ar laſt; what fiery Meteors would neceſ- 

farily kindle from the confluence of fuch unwholſome mat- 

ter, and after Demonſtracy of the neceſſity of event, could 

they do lefſe then beſtir their ſtrengths, to keep off the farall 

Combuſtion? had the Committee for many uninterrupted 

years fateas it were at the beds-head of that labouring and 

feavouriſh body, and actually cured it of many deiperate di- 

ſtempers, as that of Dovey,Tunbridge,Canterbury ; 8 the laſt 

1 late unparaleld Petitionary Inſurrection, raifed by that Arch 

Monopolizing Rebell,Gorizg and his complices. And was it 

not proved at this inſtant, after the addition of (o long times 

1 experience, it ſhould nor difcover the marks of inwardly pu- 

rred ulcers, and even inthe fairand healthful countenance of 

} a Petition, read the Charadey of Ruixe and Rebellion, when in 

their well-grounded judgments, they foreſaw the fire approa- 

ching,ſhould they have wp pic till the flame had ſeized on 

them, and have defer'd the laying on the remedy, till the 

ſoar had grown too wide for the plaifter; had the wiſdome of 

that prudent Committee miſcarried, in their ſentences, on ſo e- 

vident,{o Malignant a "on, they had loſt the credit of 

all their former cures, and the paſt Recoveries of that difeafed 

County, would have been adjudged but the works-of chance 

and immediate providence, and not the adtings of a skilfull 

and carefull Committee. : 
Secondly.the next thing which the HH anifeft vents,to mak 

odious the very name of a Committee, For what is moreintol- 

Icrable then. unlimmited Taxations in their increafing of 

Taxcs of the County above the due proportion 2 How eafie 

is it for men who look through Glafles of their own chufing, 

to erre in the juſt proportion of quantity, and to miſtake mole- 

hils for mountains, when cither a naturall Ayarice, or a ſtrons 

dilaffeCtion to the caule, be the falſe proſpeRive to convey 

the Image of a Tax, tothe unyilling fanſy, how unproportio- 


ate.

peare? whereas the inproportion till lies not in the objec, 
which is but ordinary and mean, Rebws ſic ſtantibus, but in 
their own eyes diſtracted, by the inequality of their contrary 
affections, and perverted judgments. — | 

But had theſe Manifeſters either mind or leiſure, to compare 
their money with their wars, in a jult andequall account,they 
would ſoon find the alledged interruption, leſt any yer appear 
to be rather on their ſide of the bargaine; For was it pothblk 
had themſelves been their own Traders, and had managed 
the buſineſle of Peace and content, they ſhould ever made! a 
better market, then the Committee hath done for them? conld

Counties have bled as much in their veines as theſe men in 
their purſes;and even in their purſes too, have they bled in a 
more evceſhve manner, having had their hoſes fired, their 
goods Plundred, their Perſons ſtripped, and imprifoned, and 
yet endure all with more moderate relentings ; contented 
though late, to be rid of the fury of war; and now at laft to 
enjoy adear-bought Peace within their Ruin'd habirarions. 
How many even amongſt thele. now-Repining Manifeſftors, 
were formerly rhemſchves Actors and Promorers of theſe 
now Scandalized Aﬀeflements,yet now look back upon them 
as Grieyances, and tumultuouſly declare againſt them-,; al- 
though with that defentleſſe Mariner in a ſtorm they could 
have once vowed Candles as big as their Ship-Mafts, ro the 
Patron ſhould protect them, yer having once recovered the 
Shoar to: ſafe harbor , they think much one of ten cothe 
pound; hke unthankfull fooliſh Merchants, they bewail from: 
the ſecure harbor , thoſe trifting goods they flung our, as a 
Pledge for their lives, inthe extreame rage of a violent Tem- 
peſt; ſo unmindful. are they of paſt benefits, andpreſent 
grudgers of what they once freely parted with ; in times of 
troubles and viſible dangers, that they cven- quarrel (being 
made well) ar their Phiſitians, for roo- much letring thera

Now to the Remonſtrance, leſt Generals ſhould nor take 


 (Namdodlus werſatur in Univerſalibus) which thoſe who ex-. 
ped diſtin&erknowledge in Impeachment of ſuch concern- 


ment, and leſt the Pil ſhould not go ſmoothly down which 
was ſo guilded over with Liberty and Peace,they Ranſack the 
mouths of parcidular perſons, and bring their words to the 
Bar, for a general condemnation. 

Firſt they Arraign S* Antony Welder, a man fo elevated in 
inward worth, and very high in his Countreys ſervice, that 
(it ſeems) envy her {elf was put to miſerable ſhifts, to find 
matter to beſmear him, at laſt was forced to rake the yerz 
kennel.,and gather up thence thoſe fragments of Coller,whic 
that moſt worthy Knight had ſpit out of his mouth , which 
yet (inthe worſe conſtruction) are but the Boylings up of a 
jaſt and Noble indignation. 

Next they attach the ſpeech of M* Beale,a very wel affeted 
Gentleman (and a worthy member of that Honourable Com- 
mittee) unable (as it ſhould ſeem) to tax him farther , and 
from ſuch aicry foundations, erect the Caſtles of their fears, 
and ungrounded preſumptions; Is not that man think you in 
avery deſperate condition, who in the midft of his precipitacy 
is conſtrained to catchat ſtrawszand thoſe are his fareſ holds 
to ſave his neck the breaking: What ſtronger ſupports have 


theſe men, whocatch at, and are enforced to faſten on the 
brittle and ſlippery matter of words, to ſecure their head- 


long courſes, from the {uſpition and danger of Rebe/{jon2muſt 
not their a&tions be extreamly Regular, and very even, on

to remain idle, will imploy them on ſubjeRs as mean and re- 
diculous, as infe&s and wil fill the months of theſe , whom 
they have deluded into Commorions, with ſpoontuls of Eye- 
zeates and vaniſhing accufations. - ” 
Words in this _ are but meer Ciphers , and fignifie no- 
thing but in afſociation with aftions, they more fright, then 
either hurt, or harm; and are but theinnocent Thunder of-a 
juſt zeal, provoked by a ſtrong feare of Lawes and liberties, 
at the point to be {wallowed up by the gulfe of Tumults and 
Inſurrections: The ſtory of King Fames is notable for e- 
ruptions of Paſſion , who though bur a ſimple unknown 
Countrey-man, had by meer chance but croſt his ſports, 
in purſuit of his game in hunting, would in a wrathfull diſ- 
pleaſure command him to the Gallows, yet was his Reign as 


 Peaceable and gentle, as his ſpeech was Rough and haſty; 


whether werethoſe injuſt, and (if executed ) the moſt Tyran- 
nicall Command eſteemed an uſurparion, over the lives and 
eſtates of Perſons , by His word of mouth ſo imperiouſly 
condemned? 

What but a diſturbed hunting drew from a wiſe but Paſh- 
onate King, (whoſe very words notwithſtanding carry Power 
in them) might not the apprehenſion ofan afflicted Country 
ready to be expoſed to the humours and luſts of impatient 
men, with much more reaſon extort from the lips of truſty 
Magiſtrates, overborn with a Pious zeal and affeRion to their 
Country, however theſe Remonſtrancers ſhould haye afforded 
us the occaſions , and the entire Chain of the circumſtances 
of thoſe ſpeeches, otherwiſe they quote words, but as the De- 
vill ſometimes brought in Scripture. They filence that one 
part, or neceſſary adjun& of expreſſion, which might per- 
chance quite deſtroy; at leaſt qualify and moderate the Rigor 
of the other: When ſuch furious & Pra ſhall atually find 
either their bodies expoſed to open puniſhments, or their tired 
fouls languiſhing _ inward vexations. 


'Twill be indeed high and full time to complaine , but not 
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0 
of ſome occaſional Prophetick ſpeeches, referir 
but of their own diſobediences and inſolencies , which drew 
down upon them ſuch exemplary judgements. But leſt this 
haſty diſcourſe ſhould run out as far in lengrh, as the Manifeſt 
fals thort of truth, and the Remowſtrance of ſtrength | I ſhall 
only adde: That the 1ntereſts of Parliament , arc ſo twiſted 

ith the preſent Intereſts of this honoured Commirtee , that 
the fall of the latter muſt of neceflity give a main crack to the 
Fabrick of the former. And therefore though the Blow was 
Immediately dire&ed againſt this one Branch of Power , yet 
was it Really and effectually intended againſt the Root and 
Foundation of all juſt _ and Legall Authority : But 
the Plot according to the ſucceſle of all , (for the moſt part) 
diſloyal cauſes, haye failed of that main end; and the too for- 
ward Acors, inſtead of finking others, have themſelves been 
ſwallowed down, inthe noyſome waters of their own trou- 
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
